TWO NEGROES SLAIN IN BANK 
HOLDUP PLOT FOR REWARD 


Prisoners Confess “Framing” Vic- 
tims in Ft. Worth, Tex., Suburb 
to Collect $5000.

FORT WORTH, Tex., April 17. 
—A. P. Boyt, a barber, confessed 
today, the District Afttorney’s of- 
fice announced, that the killing of 
two Negroes who attempted to hold 
up the First State Bank of Poly- 
technic, a suburb, last week, was 
a frame-up by four white men in 
a plot to collect a reward for dead 
bank robbers. Boyt and John Al- 
sup, former policeman, are 
charged with the murder of the 
Negroes, Will Tate and George 
Terrell. T'wo other white men are 
under arrest. 

The men are alleged to have in- 
duced the Negroes to attempt to 
rob the bank and then laid a trap 
for them with the design of col- 
lecting a reward of $5000 offered 
by the State Bankers’ Association 
for the killing of any bank robber. 

Last Thursday the Negroes 
entered the bank with drawn re- 
volvers and made the employes 
hold up their hands. Alsup, em-

Confession to State’s At- 
torney Tells of Taking 
$166 From.

-State’s Attorney Lindauer of St. 
Clair County today told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that a young wom- 
an employe of the Belleville Stove 
Works had confessed setting fire to 


the stove company’s plant which 
resulted in a loss of $60,000, and 
a number of minor fires, simply 
‘thrill of it.” ‘The grand 
will consider the case, Lindauer 
said. 

The young woman, 
ence Jenks, a stenographer, who 
resides with her parents at. 312 
North Pennsylvania, Belleville, was 
questioned along with other em- 
ployes when the Fife Marshal and 
others decided all the fires at the 
stove company's plant were “inside 
jobs.” | 

Witnesses summoned before the 
grand jury included State Fire 
Marshal CC. E. McGuire, Belleville 
Fire Chief Walter Finklein, O. A. 
Spoeneman, manager of. the stove 
plant and a large stockholder, and 
Harry Kaufman, another stock- 
holder. 

Arrest Awaits Indictment. 

The Fire Marshal and the Chief 
conducted the investigation which 
led to presentation of the evidence 
to the jury, with a view to/ ob- 
taining an indictment. . Miss Jenks 
made a detailed statement to the 
investigators, which will be con- 
sidered by the jurors. Pending 
their action, she has not been ar- 
rested. 

Last Jan. 21 the office and crat- 
ing building of the stove company, 
on South Third street at the Illinois 
Central tracks, was destroyed by 
fire with a loss estimated by offi- 
cers at $60,000, covered by insur- 
ance. 

Firemen called to the building 
found the fire had made such head- 
way they transferred their efforts 
to adjoining structures, which were 
drenched to keep the fire from 
spreading. Three hundred stoves 
and ranges and three tons of stove 
castings were destroyed. 

The confession of Miss Jenks, 
given out by the State’s Attorney’s 
office, states that in the period 
from Feb. 1, 1929, until last March 
10, she tore up numerous company 
letters, checks, orders and stamps; 
stole $166.50 at various times from 
payroll envelopes, desks and safes, 
and set the $60,000 fire and five 
other blazes in which damage to- 
thled $725. Usually’ she tossed a 
match into excelsior képt on hand 
for packing stoves. Most of the 
fires started at the noon lunch hour 
or at the afternoon quitting time. 

“Felt Urge to Destroy.” 

“Tl was overcome by intense ex- 
citement on such occasions, and felt 
the urge. to destroy something,” 
Miss Jenks was quoted as saying. 
“After I set a fire or stole some- 
thing, I felt better.” 

The repeated fires, thefts and 
destruction of company correspogd- 
ence interfered seriously with the 
business and resulted in the dis-

With the mail being destroyed, cer- 
tain orders were not acknowledged 
or filled, and customers who had 
sent in remittances were billed, 
again, their checks having been de- 
stroyed. A $600-check was among’ 
those torn up. 

Verification] of Miss Jenks’ story 
that she stole for a thrill rather 
than for the money itself was indi- 
cated when the money she had 
taken was recovered intact at her 
home, where she had placed it. 

“Trapped With Marked Money.” 

Hoping to trap the thief, officials 
placed $4 in marked money in a 
safe one day. It disappeared dur- 
ing the noon hour when Miss Jenks 
was alone in the offi She was 
searched and the money found in. 
her possession. With complete 
calmness and lack of emotion, she 
admitted her. extended séries of 
misdeeds. 

She had been considered an ex- 
cellent worker. She had graduat- 
ed from the Belleville Township 
High School and spent ‘two years 
at a commercial school. Her sal- 
ary was $75 a month. She is 20 
years old. edie )

WETS CONTINUE TO LEAD 
IN CITIES IN DIGEST POLL 


On Incomplete Returns of 276 
Tabulated So Far 252 Are 
Against Prohibition. 

NEW YORK, April 17.—Eight 

more cities, the incomplete vote of 
which is tabulated today in the 
Literary Digest prohibition poll, 
show majorities for the combined 
proposals, modification and 
repeal, over enforcement. In Paw- 
tucket, R. L, the repeal vote was 
a majority. of the whole, in the 
other cities the combined wet pro- 
posals were well in the lead. They 
are Zanesville, O.; Carbondale, 
Pa.; Pottstown, Pa.; Columbia, 8. 
C.; Sioux Falls, S. D.; Galveston, 
Tex., and Ogden, Utah. 
Second reports from Buffalo 
and Pittsburg show majorities for 
repeal, and second reports from 
Washington and Birmingham, 
Ala., show the combined wet pro- 
posals.i7i the lead. The incomplete 
tabulation now embraces 276 cities, 
of which 252 have given wet and 
moist majorities, 22 dry majori- 
ties and two ties. Last week's 
summary of the nationwide poll 
showed 41.7 per cent for repeal, 
29.9 per cert for modification, and 
28.3 per cent for enforcement.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—At- 
torneys of the Interior Department 
said yesterday the department

The Southern Club, at 320 Hast 
Broadway, East St. Louis, one of 
the gambling resorts frequented by 
Oliver D. Chalmers, former man- 
ager of mail and express traffic for 
the Frisco Railroad, and Marvin 
E. Phillips, assistant cashier of 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney Bank, 
confessed embezzlers, was ordered 
closed today by East St. Louis au- 
thorities. 

Separate orders against the ciub 
were issued by Assistant State's 
Attorney John Roberts and Chief 
of Police James Leahey of East St. 
Louis and were delivered to WiU- 
liam Gleason, the principal owrer. 
Roberts said he planned no other 
action against the resort. 

Suits to Recover Money. 

While the legal department of the 
Frisco considers taking steps to 
place responsibility for Chalmers’ 
$122,000 embezzlement on the Van. 
deryoort bank, the bank has ini- 
tiated several legal- actions to re- 
cover money which Chalmers may 
have deposited in other banks 
under fictitious names. 

Bank accounts in the First Na- 
tional Bank of East St. Louis in 
the names of “Fishman”-and -“Mc- 
Murtrie’’ were attached yesterday 
by the Vandervoort Bank which al- 
leged that Chalmers had deposited 
money there under the aliases of 
E., L, J. and Youman Fishman and 
McMurtrie. Youman Fishman is 
understood to be associated in the 
Southern Club and McMurtrie is 
said to be a hanger-on at the 
resort. 

In Circuit Court here the bank 
filed an attachment suit against 
Chalmers, with the same aliases, to 
recover $829.46, alleging the 
amount represented a check from 
the Globe-Democrat Publishing Co. 
to the railroad which was fraudu- 
lently indorsed “Pay to O. D. Chal- 
mers, St. Louis-San Francisco Rail- 
road, J. W. Nourse, passenger traf- 
fic manager.” A notice of garnish- 
ment was served on the Grand Na- 
tional Bank, where Chalmers is un- 
derstood to have an account under 
an alias. 

To Determine Responsibility. 

G. A. Buder &., counsel for the 
Vandervoort Bank, said the bank 
filed the suits because “somebody 
had to do it” and declared that it 
had been stipulated that the bank 
did not assume responsibility by 
these acts. The question of respon- 
sibility, he said, is one that will 
have to be threshed out. 

Chalmers confessed last Friday 
that he deposited %o his own ac- 
count at the Vandervoort bank 
checks given to the Frisco by the 
Post-Dispatch, Globe-Democrat and 
Kansas City Star, forging indorse-. 
ments and subsequently drawing 
the money to spend it gambling on 
the East Side. While the investi- 
gation proceeds, he is at liberty 
under $40,000 bond. . 

Attorney Buder said today that 
numerous “tips” to the effect that 
Chalmers had morey concealed had 
been received, but declined to state 
on what information the East St. 
Louis claim was based. 

Asked if the bank’s insurance 
would cover losses such as might 
result from Chalmers’ transactions, 
Buder said that was one of the 
many questions which would have 
to be decided later. Meanwhile, | 
the Frisco has served formal notice 
on the thice newspapers demand- 
ing payment of the accounts rep- 
resented by the embezzled checks, 
the first legal formality in the pro- 
cedure for fixing responsibility.

ACCUSED OF GETTING 
$170,000 IN 7 YEARS 


Faces 2 1.2 to 5 Years in 
Prison—To Be Sentenced

NEW YORK, April 17.—Miss 
Olga Eide Edwards, former dancer, 
was convicted in General Sessions 
today of extorting money from 
Nathan Il. Amster, millionaire 
traction magnate, under threats of 
naming him publicly as the father 
of her 6-year-old son, Lee. 

The jury recommended mercy. 
Judge Rosalsky, at his discretion, 
may impose a sentence of from 
two and a half to five years’ im- 
prisonment or he may suspend sen- 
tence. iss Edwards was remand- 
ed to Harlem prison for sentence 
April 25. She was in court when 
the verdict was returned, but Ams- 
ter was not present. 

. Miss Edwards smiled faintly as 
the jury was polled and each man 
answered “guilty.” She gave an- 
swers to the usual questions as to 
age and occupation, in a_ firm 
voice. She said she was 34 years 
old, had no occupation, temperate 
habits and had never before been 
convicted of a crime. Both her 
parents, she said, were born in 
Norway. 

Sole Witness for Herself. 

The case went to the jury late 
yesterday afternoon. The defense 
had rested earlier in the day with 
the completion of the testimony of 
Miss Edwards, its lone witness. 

She denied she ever threatened 
Amster and insisted contributions 
he made to her during the 13 years 
of their acquaintance were given 
of his own free will. She alleged 
that Amster was the father of her 
child and which he urged her to 
have- 

James D. C. Murray, Miss E4- 
wards’ attorney, alleged in his ar- 
gument that Amster was “the vic- 
tim of his friends,” and would not 
have brought the extortion action 
against Miss Edwards voluntarily. 
He charged the action was brought 
primarily to break an agreement 
under which Amster had settled a 
$100,000 trust fund on Miss Ed- 
wards and the boy. 

Arrested Last October. 

Miss Edwards was arrested last 
October and has been free under 
$5000 bail. Last January the grand 
jury returned three. indictments 
charging extortion and attempted 
extortion against her on Amster’s 

laint.

GIVES RESULTS OF: 
EUROPEAN SURVEY 


Company Has No Immedi- 


ate Plans for St. Louis 
but Intends Eventually to 
Erect Major Plant 


Gerard Swope, president of the 
General Electric Co., spoke today 
at the luncheon given jointly by 
the Chamber of Commerce and 
Electrical Board of Trade, at Hotel 
Jefferson. He talked of general 
business conditions in an optimis- 
tic tone and pictured the indus- 
trial condition of European coun- 
tries as seen in a recent tour, He 
also said that General Electric had 
no immediate plans for a new plant 
on the 155-acre tract -which it 
holds at Goodfellow and Bircher 
avenues, but that it is intended ul- 
timately to have a major plant 
there, _ 

After speaking of St. Louis as his 
native city. 

“We are firm in the faith, espe- 
cially in the electrical industry, 
that the needs of 125,000,000 people 
increasing in number and demands, 
will keep Our industry and com- 
merce constantly on the general 
uptrend. AS a single barometer of 
better things, take the use of elec- 
tric current throughout the United 
States in the months of January 
and February, which was approxi- 
mate 4 per cent ahead of the same 
months last year. It is true this 
percentage increase is less than 
the increase the previous year, but 
notwithstanding the decreased use 
in industry, especially in some 
parts, the use of electric current 
throughout the United States is 
greater than last year. This wider 
use Of electric current in house- 
hold and factory has been induced 
by increased efficiency, increased 
efficiency partly brought about by 
the use of higher temperatures of 
steam and higher pressures. 

The Mercury Turbine. 

“One of the latest developments, 
which is not yet entirely out of the 
experimental stage, is the mercury 
turbine, which after many years of 
research has now been in continu- 
ous operation for almost three 
months, with greater results in ef- 
ficiency of production of electrical 
energy than have ever before been 
realized. 

“The principle of this invention 
is the conversion of mercury, by 
heating, from the liquid to the gas- 
eous form, the gas driving turbines 
like steam, with the further: result 
of increasing the temperature of 
water in which the mercury is 
cooled, creating steam to drive 
more turbines. This has been op- 
erated successfully for three 
months, and I hope I am not too 
Sanguine that we look for anothe? 
25 per cent increase in the effi- 
ciency of energy production. 
“The development of the elec- 
trical utility in your midst, under 
the highly able and efficient lead- 
ership of Mr. Egan (Louis P. 
Egan, head of the Union Electric 
Light & Power Co.), showed for 
last year an increase.in gross reve- 
nue of almost 20 per cent, and to 
illustrate the degree of vision and 
courage that is part of the industry, 
his company is now making plans 
for greater sérvice to the cominu- 
nity in their great Osage develop- 
ment, which will mean a total ex- 
penditure of upward of $30,000,000. 

“It is these scientific and en- 
gineering developments, added to 
the increased efficiency of the gen- 
ra ad and distributing organiza- 
tions taking place all through the 
electrical industry, that are tend- 
ing to lower costs and should mean 
and have meant lower prices ta 
the consumer, with a egsulting wid- 
er application and increased con- 
sumption of electrical energy. 

“In dealing with traffic conges- 
tion and the increased difficulty 
of handling transportation, it is the 
best engineering judgment that 
mass transportation cannot be bet- 
ter handled than by fixed routes 
and fixed rails, as by these a larg- 
er number of people can be trans- 
ported in a brief time, which is the 
problem before. us. 


Railroads and Ships. 

“Electrification of steam rail- 
roads, and especially terminals m 
large cities, has received an _ in- 
creased impetus in the last year, 
with developmerits being made by 
such railroads as the New York 
Central, Pennsylvania, the Reading, 
the Lackawanna and Cleveland 
Terminal, which are not only going 
to make for higher efficiency and 
greater flexibiltiy, but increased 
conveniences and comfort for the 
community in whose midst these 
terminals are located, 

“The electric propulsion of ships 
has advanced beyond the academic 
stage, and now a number of com- 
mercial vessels are in daily opera- 
tion and a number planned and 
under construction. 

“These are some few instances of 
the fascinating changes in the elec- 
trical industry. In industry in gen- 
eral the increase in efficiency and 
operation in the last few years has. 
been quite remarkable, where out- 
put has increased more rapidly 
than capital inyestment and num-

earnings of employes have kept 
pace and in many cases increased 
more rapidly than output. I had 
thought to take as an illustration 
of these statements the experience 
of our own factory in your midst but 
it is of such a special character, 
with such interesting results, espe- 
cially in that the price to the con- 
sumer of its product has been 80 
largely reduced—lI speak of incan- 
descent lamps—that it would hard- 
ly be typical. 
Impressions of Europe. 

“T had occasion recently to study’ 
the development of a section of our 
company in the last eight years, 
employing about 27,000 people. In 
that period the investment in man- 
ufacturing plant had increased 40 
per cent; its manufactured output 
had increased 100 per cent. These 
two figures show the increased ef- 
ficiency of operation, which is true 
among manufacturing companies 
in general. No doubt in your midst 
many can show an even better ra- 
tio than this. At the same time 
the earnings of the employes in- 
creased 110 per cent, showing that 
earnings of workingmen increased 
more rapidly than the manufac- 
tured output, and the increase in 
the number of people employed in 
this time was 63 per cent, which 
shows very clearly that the aver- 
age pay per person has increased 
to an even greater extent. This is a 
brief survey of a portion of the 
electrical industry, but typical of 
industry in general in our country- 
“Let me turn to another picture 
and say a few words about condi- 
tions abroad. I have just returned 
from Europe, having visited Italy, 
Germany, France and England. 
France is prosperous, needing mbre 
workmen than they have, with no 
unemployed, and they are bringing 
in workmen from Italy and Poland. 

“Italy is very poor, competition 
s keen and profits from industry 
very meager. They have no nat- 


ural resources, such as coal, no 
abundance of raw material, but 
plenty of willing labor. They are 


working hard and their economic 
condition today is more hopeful 
than I have seen it in years. 
Germany Making Progress. 
“In Germany taxes are ‘very 
heavy, unemployment very great, 
approximately 3,000,000 being un- 
employed, competition very keen, 
returns Only fair. Still with all its 
burdens of reparations, ~they are 
making progress, with the will to 
work on the part of labor, even 
though wages are low, their man- 
agement is keen, ‘their factories 
have been modernized, taking ad- 
vantage of better methods 
wherever they may be, visiting 
this country and elsewhere to see 
the latest developments and intro- 
ducing them in their own factories, 
g0ing after world business most 
persistently and effectively, so the 
rest of the world must expect keen 
and intelligent competition on the 
part of the Germans. 


“England has a very difficult 
Situation, with 1,500,000 unemploy- 
ed, with its coal, steel and other 
industries disorganized and de- 
pressed and with all the world 
knowing of its troubles, but from 
my experience and observations I 
have faith that England will find 
& way out. 


“From this very rapid survey of 
our own country and the much 
greater difficulties of industry 
abroad, let us return to St. Louis. 
“I come to a statement which I 
had hoped would bring your satis- 
faction byt which I now fear may 
bring your disappointment. It is 
the intention of the General Elevc- 
tric Co. to erect here in St. Lovis 
another plant but that intentioa 
has not yet taken form as to ti. 1, 
cost or type, You can imagine my 
surprise, whe non picking up the 
Globe-Democrat this morning I 
read in a streaming headline, ‘Gen- 
eral Electric Plans $75,000,000 
Plant Here.” ‘Gerard Swope to An- 
nounce Details at Luncheon, etc.” 
“It made me wonder what kind 
of money you use here—in the Eaat 
we think $75,000,000 is a lot of 
money. The Globe-Democrat re- 
porter called on me last night ‘and 
asked about this matter, and I ssid 
that I would have nothing to say

—-I felt that to give out my talk 
sooner would be a discourtesy to 
you.

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U. S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals Declares Frequency 
of Offense, Not Size of 
Sale, Merits Penalty. 


The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the Eighth Judicial 
Circuit gave its first Jones law de- 
cision yesterday, affirming & sen- 
tence of a year and a day in the 
penitentiary imposed On the seller 
of four ounces and a half pint of 
moonshine whisky. 

Counsel for Hugh McElvogue, 
St. Joseph storekeeper, argued that 
the Jones law wes vague and am- 
biguous and that Congress did not 
intend to provide severe penalties 
for trivial offenses, The opinion, 
written by Circuit Judge Stone and 
concurred in by Circuit Judge Van 
Valkenburgh and 0ODistrict Judge 
Davis, agreed that the law was not 
intended for “casual. offenders,” 
but ruled that McElvogue was not 
in that class. 

“The sale of that much whisky 
might be a casual violation if that 
were all the accused had _ ever 
done,” said the. decision, “but if 
it is merely one of a hundred sales 
by one who is commercializing vio- 
lations, then it certainly is one of 
many habitual sales. 

“The mere fact that it is the 
first time that the accused hed 
been apprehended has no bearing 
upon the situation. While the con- 
viction is only for one sale of a 
small quantity it is rather evident 
that this was a sale in a more or 
less established business and the 
defendant was probably wise in 
risking punishment on only one 
charge.”’ 

McElvogue had pleaded guilty 
before Federal Judge Otis of Kan- 
sas City, who dismissed two other 
sale charges and a charge of main- 
taining a nuisance. In the appeal, 
McElvogue’s attorney, William K. 
Amick of St. Josepl?, cited excerpts 
from committee reports and de- 
bates in Congress before the law 
was passed to show that the body 
intended the law, and its heavy 
maximum penalty of five years im- 
prisonment and a $10,000 fine, only 
for Habitual offenders. 

Judge Stone’s opinion agreed: 
“The reasons and purposes of the 
law are well known. Those who 
were -habitual violators and who 
were commercializing the illegal 
traffic were not deferred by the 
relatively insignificant penalties of 
the Volstead act, 

“It was to reach such offenders 

that the Jones law was passed. 
Congress well understood the trial 
Judge would have to largely deter- 
mine the classification of the of- 
fender and left it open, merely in- 
dicating as a guide to the courts 
the intention of Congress in enact- 
ing the statute. It is true the terms 
are general but their meaning is 
clear.” 
The decision was followed by a 
similar one in the case of William 
J. Brown, also of St. Joseph, who 
was convicted by a jury of two 
sales and maintaining a nuisance 
and sentenced to two years in the 
penitentiary and fined $250

Los Angeles County Sur- 
geon Makes Report at In- 
quest in Death of Robert 
Bursian.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 17.— 
County Chemist R. J. Abernathy 
reported today 
drops’ had been found in the vital 
organs of’ Robert Bursian, dead 
under-cover agent of ,the District 
Attorney, in the investigation of 


the Julian Petroleum stock swin- 
dle. Abernathy and the county 
autopsy surgeon jointly reported 
earlier today that Bursian had died 
from “ingestion of an undeter- 
mintd poison.” 

Blayney Matthews, chief investi- 
gator of the District Attorney's 
staff, disclosed that a drinking 
glass containing poison was found 
in the wreckage of the automobile 
in ‘which Bursian’s body was found 
early Tuesday morning. 

Soon after the body was found 
District Attorney Buron Fitts said 
Bursian was a secret investigator 
for his office, He said Bursian had 
been working on angles of the Ju- 
lian investigation and at the time 
of his death was on a “very dan- 
gerous mission”? connected with an 
alleged bribery plot. 

Not convinced that Bursian’s 
death was entirely accidental, Fitts 
ordered an immediate inquiry. Bur- 
sian was a bookkeeper, 31 years 
old. 

“It is a remarkable coincidence,” 
Fitts said, “that Bursian shouid 
have been killed just as we were 
nearing the climax in phases of the 
case upon which he had been work- 
ing.” 

Matthews said it was definitely 
known where Bursian was and 


his death, and that at least three 
of his companions were being 
sought for questioning. 

A search is in progress for a pis- 
tol the investigator is known to 
have carried. It was not found in 
the wreckage of his car. 

The recent investigation into the 
failure of the Julian Corporation in 
1927 as the result of the over-issue 
of about $100,000,000 in stock has 
resulted already in the indictment 
of seven prominent men here for 
conspiracy to seek and accept 
bribes.

Their concern was noticeably deep- 
ened by a telegram received yes- 
terday by Senator Roscoe Patter- 
son (Rep.), Missouri, from Repub- 
lican State Chairman Voorhees of 
his State, denouncing the nomina- 
tion as “an affront to the Negro 
race,”’ and predicting that con- 
firmation would lose Missouri to 
the Republican party. 

The Missouri Republican chair- 
man put in blunt and bitter lan- 
guage what other: Republican lead- 
ers throughout the East and the 
Middle West have been privately 
telling their representatives in 
Washington. It is apparent that if 
the Senate were to take a vote now 
on the question of confirming 
Parker, the outcome would depend 
on the attitude of Southern Demo- 
cratic Senators. 

The opposition of Organized la- 
bor, based on Parker’s action in 
upholding “yellow dog cdontracts”’ 
in the celebrated Red Jacket Coal 
Mining case, has had some effect, 
but far moré effective is the fight 
being made by Negro organizations 
as a result of speeches made by 
Parker 10 years ago; when he was 
Republican candidate for Governor 
of North Carolina, He was report- 
ed as saying then that Negroes 
were “not ready for suffrage,” and 
that the. Republican party did not 
want their support. 

Proper Judicial Poise. 

In the telegram to Senator Pat- 
ferson, Voorhees: declared that 
Parker had demonstrated by thcse 
statements that He did not possess 


| “the proper judicial poise’and bal- 


ance té serve as a Supreme Court 
Justice.” The full text of the mes- 
sage follows: 

“In my judgment the confirma- 
tion of Judge Parker to the United 
States Supremes Court means that 


‘the Republican party might just 


as well say good-by to Missouri 
for the next two or three elections 
at least. It will be the first great 
affront given by a Republican 
President and a Republican Senate 
to the-Negro race since the days 
of Abraham Lincoln. 
Challenges Indorsement. 

“It was a long hard pull to put 
Missourt in the Republican column. 
it seems a pity that the fine re- 
sults achieved through many years 
of unremitting effort in Missouri 
on the part of the Republican State 
organization should be thrown 
away in two short years. 

“Press dispatches from Wash- 
ington state that James Aylward 
sent a telegram as president of 
the Kansas City Bar Association 
in support of Judge Parker. Living 
near Kansas City as I do, and 
reading the newspapers daily, I 
am eure that no meeting of the 
Bar Association was held. Ayl- 
ward with equal accuracy could 
have signed the telegram as chair- 
man of the Democratic County 
Committee and Democratic office- 
holder. No doubt Jouett Shouse 
would be pleased if Aylward’s ex- 
ample were followed by all Demo.

President Hoever, who is anxious 
for early consideration of the Lon- 
don naval treaty by the Senate, was 
advised today by some Senate lead- 
ers to give the Senate time to study 
the draft before deciding to ask for 
its ratification at this session. 

The President has begun can- 
vassing the situation to asecrtain 
the likelihood of Senate action 
this spring. Conferring today with 
Senate leaders, he was informed 
that they are hopeful of support- 
ing the treaty and getting it 
through this session, but they with- 
held an opinion pending study of 
the pact. 

Senator Watson of Indiana, the 
Republican leader, was a White 
House breakfast guest. Chair- 
man Borah was consulted iater. } 
Chairman Hale of the Naval Com- 
mittee was a luncheon guest. Séna- 
tor Swanson of Virginia, ranking 
Democrat on the Foreign Relations 
and Naval Affairs Committees, dis- 
cussed the treaty iast night with 
the President. 

Mr. Hoover was given divergent 
views from the Senators but they 
were almost united in a plea to be 
given an opportunity for study of 
the pact before committing them- 
selves. — 

The President is expected in some 
quarters to Send the London treaty 
to the Senate for its action as early 
as possible after the return of the 
conference delegation.

After the conference, Borah 
said that, if the agreement were 
sent to the Senate, his committee 
would take it up at once. Asked if! 
he had expressed his approval of 
the agreement, Borah said: “I like} 
the fact that there is no political 
clause in it.’’ 

“I am entirely sympathetic to a 
treaty free from any political ob- 
ligations,” he added, “and which 
has a tendency, whether great or 
small, to advance the cause of dis- 
armament.” 

“From what I have been told 
of this treaty there are no po- 
litical conditions in it and I do 
not think it helps the cause of 
disarmament. But I can not pass 
finally upon a treaty until I see it.”

SAYS PRESIDENT

WASHINGTON, April 17.—Owen 


D. Young, chairman of the Board 
of the General Electric Co. was 
charged in the Senate today by 
Senator Dill (Dem.), Washington, 
with seeking to form a “world- 
wide radio trust,” through the pro- 
posed business affiliation of the 
General Electric, the Westinghouse 
Eiectric and the Radio Corporation 
of America. 

Demanding that the Department 
of Justice “act and act quickly,’ 
Dill said “President Hoover has 
been outspoken” in opposition to 
radio mergers. He added that he 
refused to believe that the Presi- 
ident would condone the action of 
the companies, or that he would 
condone the Justice Department 
for inaction. * 

“What it will mean and what it 
will do, nobody knows,” Dill de- 
clared. He added that the pro- 
posal involved a plan for world 
dominance in which there is only 
one more step to make it fully 
complete—Internationa!l contracts 
and international bank.” 

Declaring “there isn’t anything 
of which the public would be so 
jealous as of radio development,” 
Dill said, “I’m not talking about 
wave lengths, or use of the air,” 
but of transmitters, broadcasting 
station supplies and other neces- 
sary equipment. 

“When they dominate radio,” he 
added, “‘they dominate public 
opinion.” 

Dill said the proposed arrange- 
ment would permit the General 
Electric to dominate the Radio 
Corporation of America and all its 
subsidiaries. 

He called attention to the re- 
lation of Young to the newly 
formed world bank. “Only one 
more step is needed to complete 
the world wide radio trust that 
Young is,building,” he continued. 
“He is in a position.to connect up 
the world bank and to use the ex- 
clusive contracts which the Radio 
Corporation has with the other na- 
tions of the world except Russia’s.”

R. C. A. Plan Would Create 
Corporation Worth $1,000,000,000 


Outstanding Common 


Stock Would Be Dou- 


bled With General Electric Co. Prac- 
tically in Control.

NEW YORK, April 17.—The Ra- 
dio Corporation of America yester- 
day announced a plan under which 
it will take over the radio manu- 
facturing, engineering and licensing 
activities of the General Electric 
Co. and the Westinghouse Electric 
& Manufacturing Co., in exchange 
for large blocks of its stock. - 

The plan will result in doubling 
the outstanding common stock of 
Radio Corporation and will give 
General Electric practical control 
of the corporation through increas- 
ing its holdings to more than 40 
per cent of the stock outstanding. 
General Electric is already the 
largest stockholder, with more 
than 20 per cent of the present 
stock outstanding. Westinghouse 
interest in the company will be in- 
creased from about 2% per cent of 
the common stock~-to more than 
22 per cent. 

The plan is regarded as a means 
of simplifying the rather compli- 
eated relationships of the three 
companies, and of concentrating 
their several radio manufacturing 
interests. General Electric will 
turn over to Radio Corporation its 
30 per cent, and Westinghouse its 
20 per cent interest in the R. C. A.- 
Victor Corporation, in which the 
radio manufacturing activities of 
the companies has been centered, at 
the former Victor Talking Machine 
Co. plants at Camden, N. J. Radio

Corporation already holds the re- 
maining 50 per cent interest. 


Sarnoff Sets Forth Advantages. 

Stockhoiders are asked to ap- 
prove of the plan at a meeting on 
May 6. In a statement setting 
forth the advantages of the plan, 
David Sarnoff, president of the 
company, said: 

“Believing that ificreased effi- 
ciency and economies both in man- 
ufacturing and merchandising can 
thereby be effected and ultimately 
bring down the cost of radio sets 
and tubes to the public, the Radio 
Corporation is asking its stock- 
holders to approve an increase in 
its capital stock to compensate the 
General Electric and Westinghouse 
companies for the radio manufac- 
turing facilities and rights to be 
acquired from them. 

“The earnings heretofore accru- 
ing to these two manufacturing 
companies in connection with their 
radio activities would, under the 
proposed program, be reflected in 
the income of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, thus materially 


improving the corporation's finan- 
cial position.” 

The stockholders are asked to in- 
crease the authorized common 
stock from 17,500,000 shares to 
15,000,000 shares. Of that amount, 
Radio will issue to General Elec- 
tric and Westinghouse 6,580,371 
shares, an amount equal to the 
number now outstanding. General 
Electric will receive three-fifths 
and Westinghouse two-fifths of 
these new shares. Sarnoff ex- 
plained that this issue of stock 
to these companies would take into 
account their share of royalties 
from licenses and pay for manu- 
facturing rights and tangible as- 
sets such as plant and equipment, 
and stocks of radio manufactur- 
ing subsidiaries. This will also 
reimburse the two companies for 
$32,000,000, plus interest, advanced 
by them in connection with the 
acquisition of the Victor Talking 
Machine Co. a year ago. 

In addition, it is proposed to in- 
crease the Class “B” preferred 
stock from 813,365 to 1,500,000 
shares, to take care of financing 
the enlarged program. Part of 
these additional shares would be 
issued to General Electric and 
Westinghouse to close out current 
accounts, while the rest would be 
held for future contingencies.

A Good Word for Dog Racing. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
view of the present general attacks 


upon conditions in Madison County, I 

feel that some voice should be raised to 
speak the sentiments of. St. Louis 
sportsmen in regard to operation of the 
Madison Kennel Club. In speaking of 
Madison Coynty lawlessness, it is the 
customary practice of critics to lump 
kidnapings, gang wars, bootleg rings, 
dice games and the dog track all to- 
gether, and to condemn them merciless- 
ly. Now I hold no brief for gang prac- 
tices and murderous dice games, but I 
do believe that the critics are failing to 
differentiate properly when they include 
the dog track in their attacks. They 
are attacking a sport—and a sport 
which is enjoyed and patronized hy 
thousands of citizens of respectable 
classes, persons who can hardly be called 
denizens of the underworld. 

I have attended meetings of the Ma4- 
ison Kennel Club regularly for several 
years, and during that time have been 
continually impressed by the high type 
of sport which the management is of- 
fering the public. They.are doing it at 
an immense profit, to be sure; but their 
patrons are fully aware of the fact, and 
are willing to pay for their entertain- 
ment. The conduct of the meets is all 
that could be desired; races are general- 
ly formful; the probable odds quotations 
are accurate, and the placing judges 
rarely err. No objectionable incidents 
occur at the plant. 

Moreover, the track is by no means 
the haunt of big gamblers. Betting is 
in small .denominations; the largest 
tickets are for $10, and few of these 
are sold, It is absurd to speak of the 
dog track as a temptation to heavy em- 
bezzlements; owing to the small size 
of the majority of wagers, a thousand- 
dollar bet would force odds down to a 
point where they would no longer be 
an attractive investment. Practically 
all of the wagering is in $2 denomina- 
tions, and I have noticed that con- 
siderable of it is done by husbands 
and wives splitting a dollar each, or 
by groups of young men pooling quar- 
ters and half dollars. Most of the pa- 
trons attend for the sport, and the gam- 
bling angle is to them just an added at- 
traction to increase the zest. Many of 
them, indeed, do not ever bet. 

The atmosphere and effect of these 
meetings cannot by any stretch of the 
imagination be compared to that of dice 
kames or roulette tables. Dog racing 
is a sport which is certainly as inno- 
cent as horse racing, certainly more dig- 
nified and honest than our local wres- 
tling exhibitions, and probably no more 
expensive to its patrons than theater.

Bahia’s Elevators. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


NOTICE in your paper an Associated 


Press dispatch from Washington say- 
ing that Bahia, a Northern Brazilian 
city, has just installed an American- 
made public passenger elevator system 
“to enable people conveniently to go 
about their affairs in the city, which is 
constructed on two levels, one 240 feet 
lower than the other.” 

When I made my first visit to this 
beautiful city in October, 1875, I ascend- 
ed from the lower city in an Otis ele- 
vator, then operating in the same per- 
pendicular tower, built on the side of 
the cliff only to inclose the elevator, as 
today. Since this elevator was first in. 
Stalled it has been giving service continu. 
ously with the necessary repairs of ca- 
bles and pulleys. It was still operating 
during my last visit in 1919, as it had 
been during my half dozen visits bde- 
tween 1875-1919. 

In these intervening years, as the city’s 
population increased, two inclined planes 
for electric cars have been constructed 
from the lower to the upper city, in 
place of perpendicular towers for eleva- 
tors. The cars on these inclined planes 
ascend and descend every two minutes, 
morning and evening and, during the 
day, every five minutes. They carry 
thousands of passengers daily in this 
city of over 500,000 population, in addi- 
tion to those who land from the alt 
dozen or more steamers that each day 
enter the harbor from domestic and 
foreign ports.

The directors of the Better Business Bureau say 
in their resolution criticising Commissioner Stockard 
that the present Blue Sky law “bas ample power, 
and it is the Commissioner’s express duty to make 
jexaminations and investigations of questionable 
financial enterprises whenever sufficient evidence 
has been presented to him to warrant such exam- 
mations and investigations.” It adds that “the fail- 
are on the part of the State Commissioner of Se- 
eurities to act has resulted in a considerable loss of 
money to the clients of W. H. Young & Bros., and

act by those who have naturally and properly re 
garded the act as a statute designed to. protect the 
citizenry of our State.” 
This is all true enough, but the law is not what 
it could be made by amending it to make the office 
of Securities Commissioner independent of any other 
department and the Commissioner solely responsible 
to the Governor. Under the present arrangement the 
Blue Sky. law functions in the department of the 
Secretary of State. The State Securities Commis- 
sioner is an appointee of the Secretary of State. Thus 
responsibility, which should be direct, is indirect. 
Formerly the Blue Sky law functioned under the 
‘Finance Department. At the 1925 session a bill ap- 
peared in the Legislature which proposed to change 
the title of the Blue Sky Commissioner to that of 
State Securities Commissioner and combine the de- 
partment with that of the Corporation Department. 
The offices of Supervisor of Corporation Registration 
and State Securities Commissioner were proposed to 
be joined, and the bill said of this dual official that 
he should “act under the Secretary of State.” This 
bill was- understood at the time to have originated 
with Secretary of State Becker. At any rate it 
passed, and the then Corporations Commissioner Stock- 
ard became also the State Securities Commissioner. 
It was Stockard who permitted Young Bros. to con- 
tinue after he had been warned by the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau that their practices were questionable, 
and it is he the bureau criticizes in its resolution. 
The Legislature of next winter can restore public 
confidence in the Blue Sky law by taking it from 
under the aegis of the Secretary of State and put- 
ting it into a separate department presided over 
by an appointee of thé Governor. The Blue Sky Com- 
missioner will then become directly responsible to 
the Governor and subject to removal for cause. The 
importance of the office has become such that it 
must be surrounded by every possible safeguard. 
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JEFFERSON AND -RADICALISM.

Or is it reason, as our Houston namesake thinks, 
to support all these dangerous and unthinking postu- 
lates for nothing better than that counsel of perfec- 
tion which prohibition is? Ours is not an opposition 
to temperance. We have every respect for it. We 
know quite well that the evils of excess are many. 
But we cannot admit, nor have we ever believed, 
either that men can be kept absolutely from drinking 
or that if by some miracle of compulsion they could 
be it would be worth what it cost. 
Nor do we believe that, having tested it for 10 
years and found it a failure, the newspapers which 
still stand for prohibition are true to that ideal for 
which the press was made free. There is no better 
conception of that ideal than that a free press should 
warn the people when America is in peril.

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“PURITY” JONES GOES FREE. 

“Purity” Jones, he of the high-flown financial 
| schemes and the rapid-fire laundry machine promo- 
tions, is out again. He was in for 17 months, serving 
: something more than one-third of his three-year Fed- 
eral prison sentence. The crash of the David S. Jones 
Co., laundry machine manufacturers, cost financial in- 
stitutions, stockholders in laundries and the concern’s 
customers more than $1,000,000. Several laundry 
firms were carried to financial rnin when the bubble 
burst. - They found that notes which they had paid 
had not been destroyed, but had been resold, doubling 
and tripling their original obligations. For sending 
this worthless paper through the postoffice, Jones 
Was sentenced for use of the mails to defraud. © 
Jones’ release after this ridiculously short punish- 
ment for his gigantic swindle was not by virtue of 
“pull” or by his well known persuasive talent. Rather, 
it is a result of the situation in which the Govern- 
ment finds itself with respect to insufficient quarters 
for its prisoners. Every Federal convict may seek 
parole when one-third of his term has been served. 
New laws creating new crimes have so swollen the 
torrent of prisoners that the Board of Pardons has 
made a practice of rushing all applications through. 
The amount of Jones’ swindle had nothing to do 
with the penalty in the eyes of the Court—he was 
sentenced for misuse of the mails. He would have 
been subject to the same penalties had he made away 
with 30 cents. Jones’ cell and cot were needed for 
a bootlegger or an auto thief or a drug peddler, so 
the board had to let him go, just as it frees other 
applicants after several months of servitude. 
The host of new crimes thus makes it impossible 
for the Government to punish adequately the real 
offenders against society. Three years in prison was 
extremely light punishment for defrauding the public 
of a million. Freeing the man after 17 months is 
to make a sorry jest of thd'law and the courts by any 
standard. Federal prisons are crowded, the overflow 
is housed in county jails; yet the tetal of convictions 
steadily increases. Prison construction cannot keep 
up with convictions. The only recourse is the pres- 
ent free-and-easy parole system.

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SOUTH DAKOTA’S PRIMARY EXPERIMENT.

All other elective State of- 
ficers—Lieutenant-Governor, Attorney-General, Secre- 
tary of State, Auditor, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, Commissicner of Schools and Pub- 
lic Lands, Railroad Commissioner and presidential 
electors, are. to be, nominated by State convention 
held after the primary. This State convention also 
elects the party State chairmen and the members 
of the national committee, as well as adopting the 
party platform.

- The Senate rate of 12 per cent 
on crude beeswax, now on the free 
list, was eliminated, while the 
House increase .from -25 to 30 per 
cent in the duty on bleached bees- 
Wax was accepted. 

Men’s leather gloves were in- 
creased in rate from $5 to $6 a 
dozen pairs. Women’s and chil- 
dren’s gloves made of sheep or 
lamb leather and other leather not 
specially provided for were made 
dutiable at $5.50 a dozen pairs, an 
increase of $1.50 a dozen over ex- 
isting law. 

Gloves made of cattle hide, ex- 
cept calfskin, were transferred 
from the free to the dutiable lst at 
25 per cent. | 

The following additional levies 
were provided: All leather gloves 
seamed by hand, $5 a dozen pairs; 
machine-seamed otherwise than 
over-seamed, $1 a dozen pairs; 
lined with cotton, wool or silk, 
$3.50 a dozen pairs against $2.40 
now in effect; lined with leather or 
fur, $5 a dozen pairs, against $4 at 
present; trimmed with fur, $4 a 
dozen pairs. 

The minimum ad valorem on 
gloves was fixed at 560 per cent, the 
same as the existing rate, but the 
present 70 per cent 1.aximum was 
eliminated. — 

Handkerchief Rates. 


The lace and embfoidered hand- 
kerchief rates were revised as fol- 
lows: 

Such handkerchiefs valued at not 
more than 70 cents a dozen,,/3 cents 
each and 40 per cent; valued at 
more than 70 cents a dozen, 4 cents 
each and 40 per cent; and valued 
at over 70 cents, if made with, 
hand-rolled or hand-made hems, 
additional duty of 1 cent each. The 
present rate on lace handkerchiefs 
is 75 per cent and on the embroid- 
ered 90 per cent.

Tariff Means Higher Price for 
Shoes, Says Frank C. Rand. | 
rank C, Rand, president of the | 
International Shoe Co., today reit- 
erated his opposition to the pro- 
posed tariff on shoes, hides and 
leather, which in a previous state- 
ment to the Post-Dispatch he said 
would add at least $80,000,000 an- 
nually to America’s shoe bill. 

“There is no doubt,” Rand said, 
“that the new tariff if it becomes 
effective, will increase the price not 
only of shoes but. of all leather 
products. Just exactly how much 
the increase will be is problemat- 
ical. We have opposed the new tar- 
iff, as we believe it is to our own 
interest as well as to the interest 
of the consumer to keep_the price 
of our product within the capacity 
of the average purse. 

“Under date of April 14 we ad- 
vised our customers in a letter that 
the price of our shoes would be 
reduced 65 to 25 cents a pair be- 
cause we were encouraged by the 
Senate’s action in voting twice to 
keep hides, leathers and shoes on 
the free list. The new prices were 
made on the assumption that those 
materials will remain on the free 
list. If a tariff is placed on either 
of the items it will naturally be 
relected in higher costs. 

“Our company is asking for no 
protection. We-are carnestly 
striving to discourage higher shoe 
prices. We are not an ‘infant in- 
dustry.” We feel able to compete 
with the entire world without pro- 
tection. The importatiOn of shoes 
from abroad is not more than 1 
per cent of our shoe production. 

“We feel that the tariff on hides 
and leathers will work a hardship

for monopoly control of liquor. 
vice-and gambling in the city, an 
automobile sped through South 

Side streets after another speeding 

car. The car ahead was overtaken, 

and from the car behind came a 

spray of. machine gun bullets. 

“Joseph Blew, 60 years old, “king 

of pickpockets” 15 years ago and 

long known to police as mail rob- 
ber, safe blower and more lately 
bootlegger, had been killed. 

But peace was supposed to reign 
in gangland. Tn the places where 
gangsters gather to take their_or- 
dere, they gathered last night to 
celebrate an amalgamation of once 
hostile gangs and, according to the 
Herald and Examiner, to acknow!- 
edge “Scarface Al’ Capone as king. 

The union was effected at con- 


ferences of the Capone and George. 


(Bugs) Moran gang leaders, whose 
enmity has been blamed for many 
kilings in recent years. 

The peace agreement is reported 
by the Herald and. Examiner as 
having been secretly signed féllow- 


ing conferences at Capone = )cad- 
quarters at Twenty-second sireet 
and Michigan avenue. Last night 


the agreement was celebrated at 
geveral places where the more 
prominent gang members congre- 
wate. These parties were attended 
by lesser lights of both the Capone 
and Moran gangs, with Capone men 
in the majority. The Moran cele- 
bration of the ratification is 
planned for a later date. 

Although the combination brings 
under one leadership the most im- 
portant gangsters of Chicago, it is 
not entirely representative. Neith- 
er William (Klondike) O'Donnell 
nor Ralph Sheldon, who have been 
mentioned frequently. in West Side 
gang affairs, is included in the gang 
union. 

Under the old scheme of things, 
as police have often outlined, the 
city has been divided by the gangs 
for the. gambling, liquor and vice 
“privileges.” The Loop, for ex- 
ample, is generally understood to 
be under the control of the Capone 
gang so far as liquor and gambling 
are concerned. Loop speakeasies 
are compelled to buy Capone beer 
and whisky, or, if they insist on 
getting their supplies elsewhere, 
they must-pay a certain percentage 
to the Capone group anyway. ——————— 
same condition applies on ‘ the 
South Side, while on the North 
Side the “privilege” is held by 
Moran. 

The peace pee a provides 
that all income from gambling, 
liquor distribution and vice resorts 
must be paid into a common chest.

By the Associated Press, 
ROME, April 17.—The bells of 
St. John Lateran, “Mother Church 
of Christendom,” rang out this 
morning, answered by those of all 
Rome’s 400 churches on Holy 
Thursday, feast of the institution 
of the Eucharist, commemorating 
the last supper of Christ with the 
Apostles, 
What is reputed to be the very 
table used at the Last Supper was 
brought from its repository in St. 
John Lateran and exposed for the 
veneration of the large congrega- 
tion. Two skulls, said to be those 
of St. Peter and St. Paul, also 
were on view there, as well as a 
part of the pillar said to be that 
to which Christ was bound when 
he was scourged in the house of 
the High Priest and a bit of the 
sponge, mentioned in St. Mat- 
thew’s account of the crucifixion. 
The mass at the Lateran Basilica 
was sung by Cardinal Pompili, as- 
sisted by 12 priests, seven deacons 
and seven subdeacons, and a 
chanting choir, that rendered the 
Eucharistic hymn, “Pange, Lin- 
gua” (“Sing, My Tongue”), -as_ it 
entered in solemn procession. The 
intoning of the “Gloria in Excel- 
sis Deo” (Glory to God on High) 
was the signal for the ringing of 
the bells in the tower, and for the 
great organ to play. 

Blessing the Holy Oils. 
Just before the Lord’s Prayer 
in the service, the Cardinal blessed 
the holy oils to be used during 
the forthcoming year in the admin- 
istration. of the last sacrament, or 
extreme unction. At the invoca- 
tion of “Agnus . Dei” (Lamb of 
God) the attening.clergy repaired 
to the sacristy, returning in pro- 
cession with the jars containing 
the chrism for confirmation and 
the so-called oil of the catechumens, 
while a subdeacon carried in a jar 
of balsam. During this part of the 
ceremony the choir sang the hymn 
“O Redemptor’ (0, Redeemer). 
Similar rites were performed in ev- 
ery Catholic cathedral throughout 
the world today. a 
The Catholic ritual prescribes 
that at today’s masses each priest 
shall consecrate two hosts, the sec- 
ond to be consumed at the .“mass 
of the pre-sanctified’’ on tomor- 
row, Good Friday. This ratter host 
at St. John as elSewhere, was car- 
ried to another altar in a side. 
chapel, and there placed in a mon- 
strance, surrounded with lights and 


flowers. The host’s second resting 
place is known as “The Altar of 
Repose.” 


The offices of vespers and the 
“Tenebrae,” chanted at sun-down 
in all Rome’s' churches, were 
marked by unusual observances. In 
each the celebrant and those serv- 
ing him proceeded to the stripping 
of the altars of all their coverings 
and ornaments, reciting at the same 
time “diviserunt sibi vestimenta 
mea” (they divided my vesture 
amongst them). 

Washing the Feet of the Poor. 
In imitation of Christ’s act of 
humility before the Apostles, the 
ceremony of washing the feet of 
12 poor persons is observed. In 
many of the Roman parishes the 
dozen poor who thus perform their 
part in the re-enactment ‘of the }

Things in Wrong Places. 
HINGS that have no business 
there occasionally get into the 
ear, nose, throat and food-pipe. 
Their presence in these places is 
always discomforting and §fre- 
quently dangerous. Their removal 
may be a simple matter, but more 
often requires skill and caution. / 
The ear, that is, the outer canal, 
is often the victim of intrusion. — 
Insects may on their own initia- 
tive attempt to explore the cavity, | 
or children may push objects into 
it. When this occurs, the fact that 
should be borne in mind is that the 
outer ear canal ends bluntly at the 
ear drum, and that objects if 
pushed far enough in may injure 
the drum and the minute bones 
fixed to it. 

Never attempt to remove a for- 
cign object from the ear with any 
sharp or rigid instrument. In fact, 
nothing but a soft stream from an 
ear syringe may be employed by 
amateur hands with any degree of 
safety. 

‘Gravity will help draw small ob- 
jects from the ear canal. In the 
case of an insect gaining admission | 
in the ear, a teaspoonful of warm 


ally kill the insect and float it out, 


they are not too large, may be re- 
moved by blocking ‘the free nostril 
and blowing, This must not be!’

Give each 
radish two inches in which to ex- 
pand and it will expand much more 
quickly than when it has to push 
other radishes out of the way. 


on either side to get the most from 
the vine. Usually the vines come 
up touching each other in the row 
and soon become a hopeless tan- 
gle. Don’t be afraid to thin. Seed 
is the cheapest commodity on the 
market. It is always an easy mat- 
ter to obtain more if a crop fails, 
but don’t plant it too thick. It is 
poor economy. The seed will go 
twice as far and produce twice as 
good crops if planted thinly than 
if sown thickly. It will only have 
to be thinned out when it comes 
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
